The  47th  Annual  Invitational 
Track  and  Field  Meet  saw  an  as- 
sault on  special  event  marks  by 
the  host  Cougar  thinclads,  des- 
pite inclement  weather.  • 

TOPPING  THE  day’s  achieve- 
ments was  the  meet  and  school 
record  of  6-111/^^  registered  by 
junior  Ed  Costa  in  the  high 
jump.  The  mark  topped  the  pre 
vious  mark  of  Bill  Stewart  set 
in  1941. 

Griffeth,  who  is  gunning  for  a 
berth  on  this  year’s  Olympic 
squad,  ran  away  from  the  pack 
in  the  3,000  meter  steeplechase 
in  9:37.1.  The  mark  was  a record 
because  the  event  had  never 
been  run  before  in  the  Meet. 
Richard  Cuddihy,  imported  En- 
glish competitor,  didn’t  finish 
the  race  against  tireless  Griffeth. 

IN  A THIRD  special  event 
BYU  440-runnor  Bill  Walton  de- 
feated former  Cat  hurdler  Dave 
Parker  in  the  Olympic  distance 
400-meter  hurdles.  This  was  also 
the  first  time  this  race  had  been 
attempted  in  the  Invitational. 

Griffeth  actually  got  more 
competition  from  his  teammates 
Terry  Jeffers  and  Bill  Green- 
haugh.  Jeffers,  a frosh,  stayed 
with  the  defending  skyline  mile 
and  two-mile  champ  for  nearly 
half  the  grueling  race. 

Dave  Cunningham,  Davis  High 
School,  took  the  All-Around 
Championship.  The  young  ath- 
lete captured  four  first  places 
and  amassed  5,898  points  in  the 
grueling  10-event  test. 

Weber  won  the  Class  A team 
championship,  while  Juab  cap- 
tured the  Class  B honors.  College 
of  Southern  Utah  and  Mesa  Jun- 
ion  College  shared  the  JC  honors 


for  the  day  with  four  gold  med- 
als each.
